LONDON, FEB. 24 — Nine ships, having total tonnage of more than 37,- 


000, were reported -sunk today by su bmarines in the barred zone waters 
around England. Seven of the ships were Dutch, two were British. 


The money loss entailed by the destruction of the Dutch '.hips is esti- 


mated at from 111,000,000 to $12,000.000. Only on one other day have Ger- 
man submarines taken a bigger toll. 


The British steamship Grenadier has been bunk with the loss of seven 


lives, Lloyds announced today. 


The British steamer Trojan Prince also has been destroyed by a Ger- 


man submarine in the barred zone waters 


Of the men killed on the Grenadier one was the captain. 
Seven Dutch steamships have been destroyed by submarines, says an- 


nouncement from Lloyds' this afternoon. 
It is believed the crews of all 


were saved. 
Pour of the seven ships were homeward bound with cargoes 


when they were attacked near the western end of the English channel. The 
list of ships follows:

life were known.

The sinking of three Norwegian ships by German submarines way offi-
